She re- 
eelTed no caHers. howerer, excerpt one 
or two of her most intimate friends. 

All of the Harrison family and rela- 
tives who will be here for the funeral 
feav0 arrived except Lieuteaaot Com* 
nkanAr John P. I^rker and Mrk; Park- 
er, who will reach this city some time 
Saturday afternoon or evening. Mrs. 
Parker is a sister of Mrs. Harrison. 
Those here are Colonel Russell B. 
Harrison, the general's son, Mrs. Har- 
rison and their son, William Henry 
Harrison: Mrs. Mary McKee, the gen- 
eral'ii daunhter; John Scott Harrison, 
the general's brother; Carter B. Har- 
rison, the second broittanftr; Mrs; Anna 
Morris, one of the general's sisters, 
and Mrs. Betty H. Baton, another 
sister of the decca<5Ld. 

John H. Mahoney, the sculptor, took 
a plaster cast of the features and head 
of the deceased and the undertakers 
then took charge and prepared the 
body for the casket and was removed 
down stairs into the front parloi, 
where it will lie until it is taken to th«> 
tapitol at noon BAturday to He In state. 

So many floweVa have b'efen received 
at the Harrison home that a pIukIo 
room will not hold half of them and 
these beautiful tributes coi|tinu« to 
comie In great quantities.

In Honor of Harrison. 

Washington. March 15. — An order 
was issued from tlie war department, 
accompanying the president's procla- 
mation, relative tp'the lieath of former 
President Harrison, requiring that the 
day of the funeral at each military 
post, the national flag shall be dis- 
played at half staflf, the troops and 
cadets paraded and this order read to 
them. At dawn IS guns will be fired 
and afterwards one at Interrals of 30 

minutes between the rising and set- 
ting of the sun and at the close of the 
day the president's salute of 45 guns. 
The usual badge of mourning will be 
worn M days by ofllcers of the army 
and the colors of the several regi- 
ments, artillery corps. United States 
corps of cadets and of the engineer 
battalions will be placed in mourning 
the 84me period. 

Tennessee's Tribute. 
Nashville, Tenn., Marc^i 15. — A reso- 
lution concerning d^th of ex- 
President Harrison was introduced in 
the house by Representative Gordon, 
a Democrat and unanimously adopted 
under a suspension of the rules. The 
resolution says the country has lost an 
able suteaiii|i(|k, fi prQ(t>aiid UUaker. a 
pure patriw aild if gi^at ihu* whose 
life and character and deeds have 
added lustre to the name of American 
cititenship throughout the World. The 
resolution expresses regret and ex- 
treme sympathy to the family and 
says: "We pay this tribute of our ad- 
miration of his greatness and give this 
expression of OUT estimate of hla hiigh 
character."

Population of India. 
Calcutta. .Mart h 15. — Complete cen- 
sus returns give the population of In- 
dia as 294,000,000, an increase in the 
last decade of 7,000.000. Dednctln,^' 
the population of the Ualuchistan, 
Shaustaks, Chin Hills and Slkklm ter- 
ritory, enumerated for the first time, a 
net increase is shown of only 1.4 per 
cent, which is due to improved census 
meithbds. Thus the population is for 
the flrst time stationary. Owing to 
two famines, mortality from disease 
.lOid a great decline in the birth rate, 
the native states show excessive de- 
clines. These resQlta were quite un- 
expected.

"Wyoz," Butte postofflce. The black- 
mailer added significantly that he was 
a dead shot.

WAIT NAY HAVE TO BE ENDED AGAIN.

London, March 15. — A dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener is so studiously silent 
on the subject of the peace negotia- 
tions it leads to the conclusion that 
nothing has yet been accomplished of 
a sufficiently definite character to Jus- 
tify lending ofllcial support to the view 
that the war is over. Nor do General 
French's movements Indicate a cessa- 
tion of hostilities, although possibly as 
no date is given, his captures #ere 
made previous to thi^ granting of the 
armistice. Lord Kitchener's dispatch 
dated at Pretoria Thursday evening, 
reports as follows: "Dewet has reach- 
ed Senekal on his northward progress. 
French, in addition to his previous sue- 
cesses, reports 46 Boers killed or 
wounded. U'! taken prisoners and sur- 
rendered with 200 rifles, 5,700 rounds 
of ammunition. 2,400 horses, 2,500 cat- 
tle and 400 wagons and carts besides 
mules and trek oxen. Methuen has ar- 
rived at Warrenton from Klerksdorp, 
bringing in prisoners and cattle. The 
weather is wet, delaying the move* 
ments of the columns." 

A dispatch from Pretoria, after act- 
ing General Dewet's arrival at Sene- 
kal, Orange River colony, says that 
although he has only a small follow- 
ing, Dewet Is ncaring a district where 
he is likely to receive considerable re- 
inforcements and probably intends to 
pick up roving bands of republlcahs 
who are ever present in the Dornberg 
and Korannaberg districts. General 
French was detained by swollen drifts 
in the Pietrif district but is now able 
to move again. 

A dispatch from Cape Tov.-n reports 
that Schepei's and Milan's commandos 
have turned southward and are with- 
in 40 miles of WlllowmOre, and that 
the British are following them. 

Parisian Pro-Boers. 
The Hague, March 15. — M. Henri 
Rochefort, and other Parisian pro- 
Hoers, aie here confr-rrini; with the 
supiiorters of the South African re- 
publics They will visit Mr. Kruger 
at Utrecht. 



Boer Emissaries In Berlin. 
Berlin, March 15.— Young Christian 
Dewet, nephew of the Boer general of 
that name, and other Boer ofllCers, 

visited the reichstag and had Inter* 
views with prominent members. 

Boers Cut Wires. 

Cape Town. March 15.— The Boers, 
having cut the wires, telegraphic com* 
municatlon betv/een the eastern prov* 
inces and Natal is interrupted. 

Cosmopolitan Looters. 
Peking, March 15.— Bight Austral- 
ians have volunteered for railway ser- 
vice for a term of six months. It is re- 
ported that a larKe liaiui <>f military 
deserters of difl'erent uatioiialities is 
committing depredations between Pe- 
king and Tien Tsin. A small squad of 
Germans encountered the band and 
was compelled to retire. British <'uv. 
airy was despatched to disperse the 
marauders. 



Chance For a Clash. 
Tien Tsin, March 15.— The British 
and Russians are disputing over the 
limits of railway property in the Rus- 
sian concessions and guards of the 
two nations are in close proximity to 
each other. The British have bjoa 
strongly reinforced and trouble is im- 
minent unless the Russians retire. 

Friction Acknowledged. 
Berlin, March 15.— The Imperial 
chancellor, Cohnt Von Buelow, In a 
speech hi tha nilehsiflfe adihit^ed that 

the dlfferehCes of opinion had aris n 
between the powers in ragard to v^hi- 
nese afl'air)- but he hoped they WOUtd 

be overcome.

DEMOCRACY IN PUBLIC BUSINESS. 

We raunot too often repeat the recent 
declaration of an able Demoeratic 
leader (Jndge Haimon) that *Mt fe not 
Democracy to fill the treasury by need- 
leee taxation," and that it ia equally an- 
democrat le to deplete the treaeary by 
TecklP88 mid cnrrupt expenditure. Hot, 
if in the teeth of well-established Dem- 
oeratle prlneiplei, the rereoaee ehoald 
continue to be exploited in the interest 
of riOKS, trusts, "combines," and un- 
scrapolooa corporatiooa of every lort, it 
becomea absolately neceesary to enforce 
all eziating laws (and to enact others if 
necessary) that are deeiRned to impose a 
check apoo eareleae and corropt admin- 
latratlon in oor financial afTainr— whether 
National, State, county or municipal. 
Thia aoit of inefficient or neglectful ad- 
minlatratloo it not far to aeok, and there 
is danger ttiat we may overlook its ex- 
istence at our very doors. How many of 
oor citiiens, for example, are familiar 
with the le^al restrictions that are 
thrown around the administration of 
fiscal matters in the varioos eountiet of 
the State? How many of our beet-in- 
formed business men even snapect the 
extent of the discretionary powers lodged 
with our fiscal courti in the administra- 
tion of local alhirtf It Is Taffuely 
known, perhaps, that a County Treasurer 
is appointed by the Fiscal Court on the 
ilntdayof tho rsffular April term; bot 
what art tha powerH, duties, obligations 
and statutory functions of this important 
ofleial ? It ii very neoeasary that every 
tax-payer should bear in mind that the 
CountyTieasurer has duties imposed upon 
htm which ha ahould not be permitted to 
neglect, ignore or overlook. The late Judge 
Phister (a remarkably able man) was a 
strenuous advocate of rotation in finan- 
cial ofiSce, and, on one occaaion, in a mass 
convention at the court house, made a 
vigorous and effective protest against the 
rf nomination of the subsequently famous 
defaulter "Dick" Tate. Not that any 
suspicion attached at that time to the 
State Treasurer, but the principle of per- 
petual re-election to flnandal ofBoa was 
considered to be dangerous on account of 
the lax administration of our fiscal laws ; 
and the system of "mal-administration" 
based upon it, even without corrupt in- 
tent, is often as dangerous ami undesira- 
ble in a county as in a State. And, yet, 
how admirably fitted for the end in view 
are the present statutory provisions if 
interpretnl and enforced by a vigilant 
fiscal court. The County Treasurer is 
actually protected against himself. He 
is tfi/iiired, for cxaiiiplc, to keep a book 
or books in which he shall preserve a 
correct and accurate account of all mon- 
eys received or disbursed l)y him for the 
county,— showing when, from whom 
and on what account received; and 
when, to whom, and on wliat account 
paid. All receipts and payments (says 
the statute) shall be exhibited in sepa- 
rate and distinct aooounti, and the 
money so received shall not be disbursed 
for any other purpose tli a that for 
which it was collected and paid over to 
him as Treatsnrer. On his failure to 
make the required exhibits within Jive 
day after payments are made, "he shall 
ba guilty of a misdemeanor," and, on 
conviction, tiiK'il. It is expressly pro- 
vided, too, that the books of the Treas- 
urer "ehall be at all timee open to the 
inspection of the Fiscal Oowt, or any 

member thereof." 

As the taxing powers are now making 
keen inrjuieition into the sources of in- 
dividual wealth, is it not worth while for 
the tax-payers to keep a vigilant eye 
upon the conditions of oflScial expendi- 
ture? They should certainly insist that 
all statutory requirements be strictly in- 
terpreted and rigidly enforced; that all 
fiscal agents shall be selected aololy with 
a view to the public interest, and held 
to a rigid official responsibility; that 
there shall be no ■usplolon ol dlokarings 
or deals with corporate or commercial 
interests; that all public funds slxall be 
deposited, in aooordanoa with business 
inetbods, in solvent and reputable banks; 
that all profits legitimately derivable 
fromtheuseorinvi-atmentof public moo 
•ys shall enure exclusively to the benefit of 
public interests ; that all available col- 
lections Bball be promptly applied to the 
extingiiisliiuent of public indebtednesB ; 
that all specilic appropriations bhall be 
applied an legally <lire<aed, and that the 
public money shall be saved for public 
uses by the reduction of rates of inter- 
est, as well as by the prompt MtiBgalsh* 
munt of j)ublic debt. 

These are old-fashioned Democratic 
methods and have ttieir basis in the Qan- 
•ral Aft vt « of tbt OommoBwaalth.
